No. 75-Pres./79. — -The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the “SENA MEDAL' 1 / ' ' A RMY MEDAL” to the 
undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion to 
duty or courage : — 

1. Major PARA M JIT SINGH (TO 15804), 

Artillery, 

Major Paramjit Singh has been serving as Flight Comman- 
der in an Air Operation Unit since March, 1976. On 12th 
April, 1977, he was detailed to evacuate two injured members 
of the Army Kanchcnjunga Expedition team from an untried 
helipad located at a height of 16,500 feet, Due to rain and 
sleet and poor visibility, flying over the mountainous terrain 
was very hazardous. The two determined attempts made by 
Major Paramjit Singh on 12th April, 1977, were thwarted by 
bad weather, On the 13th April, 1977 despite bad weather, 
he executed a safe landing on the untried helipad and success- 
fully evacuated two casualties who were in urgent need of 
medical attention. 

In this action. Major Paramjit Singh displayed courage, pro- 
fessional skill and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

2. Major MOHINDER SINGH KHAIRA (IC 18177), 
Engineers. 

Major Mohinder Singh Khaira, Officer Commanding of an 
Electrical and Mechanical Company was detailed to provide 
lighting along the seven thousand feet long Dim ns a bund by 
3rd August, 1 977, so that work on raising its height could ibe 
progressed during the night. He accomplished the task in lime 
and thus made It possible for the task force to work round 
the clock and prevent further devastation by the flood waters 
in Delhi. 

At 0550 hours on 5th August, 1977, Major Mohinder Singh 
Khaira came to know of a hundred feet wide breach in the 
Dhansa Bund. Realising the seriousness of tho situation, he 
took a small force and accomplished the task of plugging the 
breach within a record time of two hours. The plugging of 
the breach not only saved the Dhansa Bund but also prevented 
heavy damage that the breach could have caused to life and 
property in Delhi. 

Major Mohinder Singh Khaira has thus displayed profession- 
al skill, courage and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 

3. Major KANWAR SINGH SHARMA HC 17819), 
Rajputana Rifles. 

Unprecedented rains in July, 1977, caused Sahibi Nadi to 
rise in fury and engulf vast areas of Rajasthan, Haryana and 
the Union Teritory of Delhi, The uncontrollable floods roso 
menacingly and threatened to sweep away the earthen Bund 
at Dhansa. This Bund remained the sold protector of vast low 
lying rural and urban areas of Western Delhi. The Bund 
had been seriously eroded and was in grave danger of being 
washed away. The vast sea of water stood hardy nine inches 
below the top of the Bund, Tt wah a serious situation and 
required urgent and effective counter measures.

Major Kanwar Singh Sharrna, who was in Command of a 
Rajputana Rifles Company, was called upon in aid of civil 
authorities. On 3rd August, 1977, his company was allotted 
six-hundred feet length of the Bund to be rawed by threetfeet. 
Realising the urgency of the situation, Major Sharrna set about 
the task immediately. He led his men, inspired them to work 
ceaselessly, completed the task in ten hours in incessant rain 
and saved vast areas of Delhi from possible flood havoc. 

Again, on 8th August, 1977, the Bund was seriously eroded 
due to strong waves of water and was in grave danger of being 
swept away by the continuoasly increasing pressure of .water 
from up stream.

Unmindful of the risk to his own life, Captain Madan Gopai 
pounced upon one of tho hostiles and. after a tough band 
to hand fight, succeeded in overpowering him. In this en- 
counter, two more hostiles were killed rind arms and ammuni- 
tion were recovered.

6. Captain LAL CHA.ND CSS 25905), 

Rajpulann Rifles. 

On 2nd November, 1976, Captain T.al Chand was assigned 
the task of intercepting an armed gang of 70 Mizo hostiles, 
who were trying to escape into a neighbouring country. Lead- 
ing his platoon through hazardous terrain, he reached the site 
of their camp, located in a village in Mizoram, on 3rd Novem- 
ber, 1976, He took, stock of the situation and led a lighten 
ing raid on the hide-out in which four hostiles were killed and 
eight were wounded. As a result of intensive and accurate 
hostile file, one Non Commissioned Officer was killed and a 
Junior Commissioned Officer was wounded. Undeterred by 
this loss, Captain Lnl Chand continued to lead the assault 
with only a handful of men against the formidable armed 
gang of about seventy and forced them to flee into the iunnl ■ 
leaving behind their dead and weapons. Cap’. Lai Chand 
infused exemplary comradeship amongst his men and brought 
hack the dead Non Commissioned Officer and the bndlv 
wounded lunior Commissioned Officer, who was evacuated bv 
air for hospitalisation.

Tndo-Rhutan Expedition to 
Kansri Complex 1971. Indo Briiish Expedition to Chanaabnng 
1974 and Tndo-American Expedition to Nanda Devi 1976. ;He 
also led the Tndo-Bbutan Expedition to Sungknr South. 

As a member of the Army Ktinchcnjunga Expedition 1977 
Capt. Kumar was given the task of arranging and packing of 
food for Ihc Expedition and he completed it within the short 
time at his disposal. Afler Campt-2 was established, he was 
given the hazardous (ask of opening the route through the 
horizontal traverse on (he ridge.

Capt. Kumar rose to the 
occasion and volunteered to work on the deadly ridge He 
established Camp-3 and made the route for quite n distance 
towards Cnmn-4. He was relieved hv Maior Pnslikar Cband’s 
rone Immediately on reaching Camp-3, Major Pushkar Chand 
fell sick and had to he brought down. Cant. Kumar volun- 
teered 1o stay on. After a few davs. Cant. Kumar came hack 
to the ridge and established Camp-4 and opened the mute to 
r nmn 5 although he was feeling verv weak due to a stomach 
trouble. But it was wholly due to his coinage and determi- 
nation that the team could make the required progress Tn 
him was also found a competent replacement for the ta=k- en- 
‘ in Wed to Major Prem Chand on the ridge. Capt Kumar wa» 
seli-em,! as member of the second summit pnrlv. He wmnortffl 
the fipf summit nnrti from Camn-6.

He worked till late night and 
the whole of the following day, in complete disregard to his 
health and comforts. Although he developed high tempera- 
ture on 7lh/8th August, 1977, he continued to work cease- 
lessly till midnight of 7th /8th August, 1977, when his condi- 
tion worsened and he was evacuated to Ihe Army Hospital 
with high fever. He was discharged on 10th August, 1977. 

On 1 1 Hi August, 1977. a new task in Palam area wax 
assigned to his company. Lieutenant Cheema volunteered for 
the assignment and, despite his ill health, moved to Ralatn 
wiihin a couple of hours. By the afternoon, he had establish- 
ed two Ferry Services one from Bamnauli to Chawla Bridge 
■ and the other to tho isolated village of Dhulsiras, Pochanpur 
and Ambarhai. Till then, the villagers in Palam area had 
undergone immense hardships. It is a tribute to Lieutenant 
Harinder Singh Chcema’s organising ability and hard work 
that, within a couple of days. Ihe dissatisfied villagers were 
completely won over. He and his men worked from dawn to 
duskyeverydav and ferried men and material to keep the life 
line open to the isoluted villages till 30th August, 1977. During 
this period approximately 27,500 persons, 5000 packages and 
10 tonnes of essential supplies and ration were ferried by his 
rescue team. 

1 ieutenant Harinder Singh Cheemn thus displayed great 
coinage, exemplary leadership and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order. 

16. 1C 46305 Subedar PANDURANG L1DIJ GLIDE, 
Mnrathn Light Infantry. 

A party led by Subedar Pandurang Udugude on a Inch 
altitude patrol in Jammu and Kashmir on 13th January, 1977, 
not entrapped in an avalanche and landslide. All the mem- 
bers of the party were buried under heavy snow. Subedar 
Udugude was himself buried up to his neck. He did not lose 
bis wits and managed to extricate himself. Though badly 
wounded and under terrible shock, he immediately started 
searching for the members of his party and was successful in 
rescuing bis men, except one. All (be rescued personnel were 
badly wounded and shock stricken. 

In this action, Subedar Pandurang Udugude displayed pre- 
sence of mind, exceptional devotion to duty and courage of 
a very high order. 

17. IC 71724 Nnib Subedar RAGHBIR SINGH, 

Signals. 

On the night of the llth November, 1976, intimation was 
received at Ihe Headquarters of a Signal Regiment, deployed 
in the Northern Sector, that a huge fire had broken out in a 
General Hospital at l.eb. The whole Regiment moved to the 
hospital with fire fighting equipment. 

Naib Subedar Raghbir Singh, who was a member of the 
fire fighting party detailed to combat the fire raging near the 
gas plant of the Hospital, observed that the corridor leading 
to the gas plant was about to catch fire. Realising the danger 
and disregarding the risk from the flying splinters and the 
file racing all around, he climbed the roof of the corridor 
and nulled down the gas storage tank which was on top of the 
corridor and, with the help of other personnel, dragged it to 
n safe distance. He went up the roof ngain. Helped by an- 
other comrade, he broke open the roof by usinj!; crow-bars 
and succeeded in isolating the gas plant from fire on the roof 
top. His efforts were largely responsible in preventing fire 
from spreading to the gas plant which could have been cata- 
strophic. 

Tn Ibis operation, Naib Subedar Raghbir Singh displayed 
great courage-, exemplnry presence of mind and devotion to 
duty of an exceptional order. 
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18. JC-768K1 Naib Subedar KUSHAL SINGH, 

Engineers. 

Nuib Subedar Knshul Singh was put in command of a 
platoon with six boats for llood relief duties in Delhi during 
August, 1977. On 8lh August, 197 7, ut about 1500 hours, he 
was ordeicd to move his force to the llood affected area oL 
Khaim in Najuigarh sub-division and establish himselt before 
dark. Inspite ot the short notice, Naib Subedar Kushal Singh 
moved his platoon, with complete equipment, in less than an 
hour and led’ his convoy confidently along a dilapidated road 
which, at pluccs, was under two to three feet of water. 

On reaching the site, he found that tile entire urea near 
village Khaira was inundated and the water level was still 
rising. The population was completely demoralised and panic 
stricken. On seeing the plight of the villagers, he straight- 
way ordered three boats to be pul in water tor evacuation of 
lire villagers, inspite of the approaching darkness. He and his 
men worked continuously till iale hours in the night and were 
able to ease the panic among the villagers and restore then 
confidence. With the help ot his small detachment, he was 
able, during the nc.vi four days, to evacuate 2,886 persons and 
ferry 17.3 tonnes ol dry rations and 1.4 tonnes ol cooked 
rations to the flood allected villages. 

Naib Subedar Kushal Singh thus displayed initiative, 
courage, organising ability and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order, 

19. 1318393 Naib Subedar VM.AI’PILE VEEITIL 
BA LAN, Engineers. 

Naib Subedar Valappite Vcettil Bulan was detailed in 
November, 1976, on the task of construction of a Bailey 
Pontoon Bridge across Ihc river Yamuna during Kumbh Mela 
at Allahabad. He assisted in iccee and execution of the task. 
He was subsequently made junior Commissioned Offieer-in- 
C. barge of the electrification ol the bridge. The Bailey equip- 
ment is not designed lor electric fittings. With his ingenuity 
and impiovisution skills, he completed the eleclrification of the 
bridge in a record lime with the minimal resources available 
to him. On the peak days ol the Kumbh Mela, he assisted in 
the organisation of rescue work in river Yamuna. By his 
initiative and personal example in the face of inclement 
weather, he motivated the members of the rescue teams to 
iuainlaiti high standards of performance. He also eilsuied 
hundred percent serviceability ot powered boats al all times by 
arranging for their regular maintenance and timely repairs. 

Naib Subedar Valappile Vecttil Baiun bus thus displayed 
professional skill, initiative and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 

20. 1514715 Havildar K ASH lit AM KALAMBE, 

Engineers. 

An Inland Water Transport Operatipg Company of Engi- 
neers, Located at Dakshneswar, is surrounded by an industrial 
aica. On 15ih February, 1977, at 1300 hours, a cloud of 
black smoke was seen over the Wirnco Match Factory, which 
is very close to the unit lines. Orders were immediately 
issued by the Unit Commander to raise the lire alarm and to 
rush all possible help to the facloiy which was on lire. 

Havildar Kushiruni Kalambe was a member of the team ol 
Lhe first fifty personnel ol the unit who reached the site with 
lire fighting equipment. It was noticed lhat n number of 
workers were trapped in a burning shed. In complete dis- 
regard to his safety. Havildar Kalambe rushed into the burn- 
ing shed to rescue the wuikcrs. A huge fire was blazing in- 
side the shed and the machinery, furniture and match boxes, 
stored inside, were all in flames. He kept on rushing in and 
out of the shed carrying bodies of unconscious workers trap- 
ped inside, inspired by his example, a number of other 
persons of the unit assisted him and all the workers were thus 
rescued. 

Jn this action, Havildar Kashiimn Kalambe displayed great 
courage, initiative and devotion to duly of an exceptional 
order. 

21. 1516199 Lance Havildar ABDUL SA1 AM, 

Engineers. 

I ance Havildar Ahdul Salarn was detailed during floods in 
Delhi to evacuate marooned residents of Khayuln township 
1mm 9th to 17th August, 1977. The township had 6 tn 8 feet 
of waiter and the water was infested with snakes. During 
this assignment, l.ancc Havildar Abdul Salam, with one uni- 


versal assault boat tilted with outboard motor under his 
charge, helped evacuate approximately 500 persons including 
their pcisonal belongings. His crew helped to evacuate the 
people from houses where they had often to wade through 
chest deep water. 

On 13th August, 1977, while he was returning with a boat 
with 14 civilians including women and children abroad, the 
boat accidentally hil a submerged boundary pillar. Three 
nvets were sheared otf and the boat started filling up with 
water. I here was a momentary panic amongst the civilians, 
but Eiince Havildar Abdul Salam quickly controlled them and 
got his cicw members to plug the three holes with hand- 
kerchiefs. The water shipped in was 'bailed out and the boat 
was brought back safely with all abroad. By his deft handling 
of the situation, he averted a possible tragedy. 

Lance Havildar Abdul Salam Ihus displayed presence ot 
mind, leadership and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 

22. 1319116 Nnik ANNAKULAM MOHANRAJ, 

Engineers. 

Naik Annukulam Mohanraj was the Commander of a rescue 
team which operated Irom an assault boat fitted with an out- 
board-motor during lhe Kumbh Mela at Allahabad. To 
avoid any mishap this team normally paddled its way around 
the assigned ‘beat’. It was only when a boat capsized or a 
pilgrim was thrown overboard that the O.B.M. was quickly 
stalled and the rescue boat raced skillfully through the traffic 
to reaih the exact spot in the river and the drowning pil- 
grims were rescued by members of the team. 

Naik Mohamaj stuck to his duties in complete disregard 
to his own safely and comforts at all times even when the 
situation was almost nightmarish on the peak days. There 
was incicssant and continuous torrential mins on two occasions 
but he stayed on his job and handled his boat and inspired 
his crew to stick to their duties even without rest or food. 
On two other such occasions, lie was personally responsible 
for rescuing 27 drowning pilgrims many ot whom were women 
and children. 

Naik Annnkulam Mohamaj thus displayed leadership, 
courage, professional skill and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 

23. J 34 1495 Naik RAMAN KANNAN, 

Engineers. 

Naik Raman Kantian was the Commander of u rescue team 
which operated fiom an assault boat. Because of the currents 
and additional hazards created by the use of the OBM on the 
country hoods, this team was required to paddle around its 
assigned ‘beat'. It was only when a boat capsized or a pil- 
grim Was (brown overboard that the OBM was quickly started 
and the rescue boat skillfully cut through the traffic with 
Speed to reach the exact spot in the river and the drowning 
pilgrims were rescued hy members of the team. He perform- 
ed his duties in complete disregard to his own safety and 
under very trying conditions on the peak days. There was 
torrential drownpours on two occasions and Naik Kunnan 
handled his boat and inspired his crew to stick to their jobs 
without rest oj food. On two other such occasions, he was 
pci sonally responsible for rescuing 13 drowning pilgrims many 
ol whom were women and children. 

Naik Raman Kunnnii thus displayed Icadciship, courage, 
pi ofcssional skill and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 

24. J 525887 Naik RESHAM SINGH, 

Engineers. 

During the flood in Delhi in July /August, 1977, Naik 
Kesham Singh was operating an out-board-motor fitted boat at 
Jhalikra Base near Najqfgarh. On 20th August, 1977, at about 
1J20 hours, his boat was oidcred to ferry some villagers to a 
high ground wai village Daulatpur. As his boat was ap- 
proaching the landing site, he learnt that the boat proceeding 
In pindwala Kalan had capsized. He immediately disem- 
barked the passengers, re-routed his boat at top speed, reach- 
ed the site of lhe accident within about 25 minutes and ferried 
the leseued passengers of the overturned -boat to safety. 

In this aclion Naik Resliam Singh displayed courage, im- 
lialivc and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 
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25. 2446571 Naik SANT RAM, 

Punjab Regiment. 

Oil 19th March, 1977, at 1900 hours, a major lire broke 
out in the building of civil supply godovvn at Banikliat in 
District Chamber (Himachal Pradesh). The cnliie building, 
with its wooden structure, was in ilarnes. Naik Sant Ram 
was detailed to salvage the wheat bags from the burning 
godown. It was not possible to take out any wheat bags 
through the doors. A breach in the side wall was, therefore, 
made by using explosives. Naik Sant Rum rushed through 
the breach and started pulling out the wheat bags. By that 
lime, the upper layer ol wheat bags also caught lire tiue to 
the falling oi the burning beams. He requested the Bremen 
to direct the water hose through the breach to extinguish the 
hie. Due to the force of water, the wall gave way and the 
stones hit the Non Commissioned Officer and his comrades, 
injuring them badly. Naik Sant Ram sustained a head injur/ 
and started bleeding profusely. 

Unmindful of the wounds sustained, be first helped his 
comrades out of the breach. In this process, he was com- 
pletely exhausted due to loss of blood and had lo be 
evacuated from the breach in an unconscious state and ad- 
mitted to Military hospital Dalhousie in a serious condition. 

Jn this action Naik Sant Ram displayed courage, determi- 
nation and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

26. 73111128 Naik CHOTSALI AHOVI, 

Border Security Force. 

Naik Chotsali Ahovi of a Company of Border Secunty 
Force Battalion, deployed in Nagaland, was given a lew 
selected men to work on specific assignments. Naik Ahovi 
set about his task iu a mcticulcils, methodical and imagina- 
tive manner. He motivated his men and started operating m 
small groups, and at times singly, and most of the time un- 
armed. Due to his untiring and persistent efforts, he was 
able to break fresh ground. Within a year, the work done 
by him and his dedicated team resulted in a number ol 
successful operations and recovery oi arms, ammunition and 
documents. 

Subsequently, lie and his men wcie assigned tasks which 
covered areas all over Nagaland. They operated, day-in-uiul 
day-out, in adverse climatic conditions and difficult terrain. 
In the new assignment also a remarkable success was achieved 
in December, 1974, when Naik Chotsuli Ahovi, all by him- 
self, moved continuously lor two days and two nights which 
served as a sound basis for assessment and planning lor the 
subsequent operations of the security forces. 

Naik Chotsali Ahovi thus displayed great courage, leader- 
ship, organising ability, and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 

27. 1521936 i.ancc Naik HARNEK SINGH, 

Engineers. 

On 1 5th February, 1977, the Wimco Match Factory al 
Dakshineswar, Calcutta, caught lire. A team of fifty men 
was drawn from an Engineer Company located nearby and 
sent to the site under the leadership of Naib Subedar C'haman 
Singh, l.aneo Naik Harnck Singh was a mem lie r of this lire 
fighting team. 

While the fire fighting was still being organised, Lance Nviik 
Harnck Singh took up his hose pipe and, standing at a close 
range, directed it on a smoke filled shed. When the smoke 
cleared, he noticed that some workers were trapped behind a 
collapsed portion of the red hot solid steel shed. In disregard 
of his own safety under conditions of rising temperature and 
the danger of the shed collapsing due lo advancing flames, he 
kept his hose liaincd on to the trapped persons to ensure that 
the flames did not reach them. On seeing the workers collaps- 
ing, he left his hose in the direction of these persons, rushed 
through a stretch of ten yards of burning debris twice and 
brought back two of the collnpsed individuals, On the third 
occasion, he himself was blacked out for a couple of minutes. 
When he regained consciousness, he was slid thinking about 
the safety of the iwo men he had rescued. 

In this action, Lance Naik Harnck Singh displayed courage, 
initiative and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

28. 1452015 Sapper RAM DIYA, 

Engineers. 

Due to the heavy rains in September, 1976, most of the 
rivers in Bihar w'ere in spate. On 18th September, 1976, due 


.j, to breaches on the protective bunds along the rivers Ganges 
I and Hurhi Gundak, most of the areas ol Begusarai District ol 
Bihai wcie flooded, lfle Government of Bihar requested for 
Army aid for flood relief operations and on 23rd September, 
19/0, an hngineei Regiment was ordered to rush a Flood Re- 
bel task Force to Begusarai. 

Sapper Ram Diya was one of the members of the Tusk 
Force detachment operating in a block of the district. As 
be was running temperature and had bud cold, be was lelt 
behind in the camp which was loaded near the railway station. 
On the 23id September, 19/6, at about U90U hours, two boys 
wflilc walking along the lailway embankment near the camp 
of line Army dclaehinenl slipped and fell into the floor wateis. 
Jhc civilians standing nearby shouted for help, Sappei Rant 
Diya, in ulLcr disregard lo his physical condition, ran out of 
Ins tent and jumped into Ihe flowing walei. He swam towards 
the drowning boys and caught hold of one ol them who was 
nearer. He slung him over his shoulder and swam towards 
the other. He managed to catch the other also and rescued 
both ol them. After necessary first aid, both the boys sur- 
vived. 

In this action. Sapper Ram Diya displayed exemplary 
coinage, promptitude and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 

29. 1402421 Sapper YASBIR SINGH, 

Engineers, 

Due to heavy ruins in September, 1976, most of the rivers 
m Bihar were in spate. On 18th September, 1976, due to 
breaches on the protective bunds along the rivers Ganges and 
Bui hi Gandak, most of the areas of Begusarai district were 
flooded. The State Government requested for Army aid in 
flood relief operations and on 20th September 1976, an Engi- 
neer Regiment was ordered to rush a flood relief 'Task Force 
to Begusarai. 

Sapper Yasbir Singh was a member of the crew of a boat 
deployed in Bahia block lo ferry foodstuffs between Lakh- 
metna and a nearby village. On 24th September, 1976, when 
Ihc boal was being loaded at Lakhmeniu, shouts tor help were 
heaid. Supper Yasbir Singh rushed to the spot and saw two 
girls drifting away in the current of the flood waters. Un- 
mindtul of his own safety, he jumped into the water. He 
swam towards one of the girls, who had by then gone undei 
water. He dived and, wilh his skill at swimming, managed 
to bring her out. Meanwhile, inspired by his action, one of 
Ins comrades jumped into the water and saved the other girl. 

In this action. Sapper Yasbir Singh displayed great courage, 
initiative, skill and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

30. 1520691 Sapper ZILE SINGH, 

Engineers. 

During floods in Delhi in July, August, 1977, Sapper' Zile 
Singh was one of the; crew in the oul-board-motor fitted boat 
operated by Sapper Mohammed AUauddin. Ihe boat was 
operating at Jhatikra Base in Najafgarh Sector. 

On 20lh August, 1977, about 1400 hours, the boat was 
ordered lo ferry some cooked rations and villagers to Pind- 
wulu Kulan. When the boat was three hundred yards short of 
the village, some water entered the boat and the passengers 
stalled shifting to the other side away from Ihe water. He 
along with other members of the crew tried to stop the passen- 
gers lrom moving but failed and the boat overturned. With- 
out caring for the risk to his life, lie started rescuing the 
drowning people and, with the help of other members of the 
crew, rescued fillccn persons in all and kept them at safe 
place till a rescue boat ferried them across to the village. 

In this notion. Sapper Zile Singh displayed coumge, deter- 
mination and devotion lo duty of an exceptional order. 

31. 1537528 Sapper MAHMUND KHAN, 

Engineers. 

During floods in Delhi in July/August, 1977, Sapper 
Mahmud Khan was one of Ihe crew in the out-board-niolor 
fitted boat operated by Sapper Mohammad AUauddin. The 
boat was operating nl Jhnlikra Base in Najafgarh Sector On 
20th August. 1977, at about 1400 hours, their boat was 
ordered to fetry some cooked rations and villagers to Pind- 
w-.ila Knlan. W'hen the boat was three hundred yards short 
of the village, some water entered the bout and the passen- 
ger;; started shifting to the other side away from the water. 
He along with other members ol crew tried to stop the 
passengers from moving but failed and Ihe boat overturned. 
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Without curing for his own safety, he started rescuing the 
diowning people and, with he help of olhei crew members, 
he was able to rescue 15 persons in all, These people were 
kept at safe place till a rescue boat ferried them across the 
village. 

In this action, Sapper Mahminid Khan displayed courage, 
determination and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

52. 13917986 .Sepoy 1-AL SINGH PANNU, 

Army Medical Corps. 

On the 1 Ith November, 1976, when Sepoy Led Singh l'anriu 
was on duty in Acute Surgical Ward of a General Hospital 
located in Northern Sector, a tire broke out in the hospital. 
Within a short period, the tire leached the Acute Surgical 
Ward. Sepoy .SCR T’ilhi, a patient with multiple fractures, 
was on dangerously ill list and was having intravenous inlu- 
sion. Sepoy Pannu discontinued the infusion and, in order 
to save the patient, carried him to a safe place. While carry- 
ing the patient, he got sulfocated and fainted. Others present 
nt Cl r the exist hi ought both ot them to a safe place. - 

On regaining consciousness. Sepoy Pannu immediately went 
to die bat racks of the Medical Battalion where evacuated 
palients were accommodated, flc started the intravenous in- 
fusion to the dangeiously ill patient to save his life. 

In (his action. Sepoy L«l Singh Pannu displayed coinage, 
picscncc of mind, professional competence and devotion to 
duly of a high order.

Act 1947 146 of 1947), the Centra) Government .hereby 
declares that the provisions set out in the Schedule to Ihe 
said Act shall, lo the extent it is necessary, to give ellect 
to the agreement hereto annexed, apply muratis mutandis (o 
the Third General Conference of the Nations Industrial 
Development Organisation and its represent atives and officers. 

Agreement 

Between the Government of India and the United Nations 
regarding the arrangements for the Third General Confer- 
ence of the United Nations Industrial Development Organisa- 
tion. 

Ft eatable 

Following adoption by the General Assembly of the IJuil- 
cd Nations by resolution A/32/164 of the invitation of the 
Government of India to hold the 'Child General Conference 
of the United Nations Induslriul Development Organisation 
at New' Delhi from 21 January— 8 February 1980 (herein- 
after referred to as the ‘Conference’) and healing in mind 
the terms of the General Assembly resolution 31/140 of 
17 December 1976 which provides that United Nations bodi- 
es may hold sessions away from their established head- 
quarters when Ihe government issuing an invitation for a 
session to be held within its territory has agreed (o defiay, 
after consultation with the Secretary General as to their 
nature and possible extent, the actual additional costs direct- 
ly or indirectly involved, Ihe Government of India (Here- 
inafter referred to as ‘the Government’) and the Uniled 
Nations hereby agree as follows ; 


I, Participation in the Conference 

Participation in the Conference shall be open to the fol- 
lowing ; 

(a) Representatives of Stales invited to the Conleience; 
encc; 

(b) Representatives of the United NaLions Council lor 
N a mbia ; 

<c) Representatives oi the specialized agencies and the 
International Atomic Fnergy Agency; 

id) Observers lor national libcialiun movements or 
organisations entitled to participate in the Confer- 
ence; 

(e) Observers for other intergovernmental oiganisations 
outside the United Nations system invited to the 
Conference; and 

(f) Obscrvei s for non-govei omental organisations invit- 
ed to the Conference. 

II. /Vc/u/uw, Equipment, Utilities mul Statutory Supplies 

1. Ihe Government shall make available at its expense 
such conference space and facilities at New Delhi as will be 
necessary for the holding of the Conference. Ihe Confer- 
ence premises and their facilities are listed in Annex II to this 
Agreement. Suitable working areas and all the necessary 
equipment for the Press und other information media will also 
be provided by the Government. 

2. The premises shall remain ut Ihe disposition of the 
United Nations throughout (he Conference and for such 
additional time in advance of the opening and alter the 
closing as Ihe Secretariat of UNfDO, on consultation with 
the Government shall, deem necessary for the preparation 
and settlement of all malteis eonneclcd with the Conference. 

3. Ihe Government shall, at its expense, furnish, equip 
and maintain in good repair all ihe aforementioned rooms 
and offices, which are listed in Annex 11, in a manner ade- 
quate to the elfective conduct of the Confeicncc. 

4. The Government shall, at its expense, furnish and main- 
lain such equipment as niemeograph, other duplicating and 
photocopying machines, type-writers with keyboards in Ihe 
languages required, tape rteoideis and such other equipment 
as is necessary for the efleeiivo conduct of the Conference as 
listed in Annex If. 

5. The Government shall also piovide, at its expense, 
durable items of necessary ollicc supplies such as slapleis, 
ashtrays, scissors, waste-paper baskets, letter openers, desk 
calenders, blotting puds, etc., lor the pui pose of the Con- 
ference. 

6. The Government shall provide within tile Conference 
area a Bank, a Lost Office and telephone, telegraph and 
travel facilities, first aid facilities, a cafeteria and restaurant, 
as well ns mullilingual information services. Space lor the 
public invited or ' permitted to attend (he Conference should 
also be provided. 

7. Ihe Government shall pay for use of all necessary 
utility services including telephone communications of the 
Secretariat of the Conference in New Delhi and all duly 
authorised official communications by telex and telephone 
between the Secretariat of the Conference and UNIDO Head- 
quarters in Vienna and Uniled Nations Headquarters at 
New York, 

8. UNIDO shall provide at its expense all stationery 
■supplies necessary for the functioning of the Conference, as 
well as the stencils and paper required for documents repro- 
duction. The Government shall bear and pay the transport 
and insurance charges for their shipment from Vienna or 
New York to New Delhi and return. 

9. I he conference area shall also have medical facilities 
which shall be adequate to provide fust-aid for emergencies. 
Immediate access and admission to hospital will be assured 
by the Government whenever required, and the necessary 
transport shall be constantly available on call. 

III. Stall 

1. The United Nations will require at New Delhi the 
international stall listed in Annex T and the Government 
shall put al the disposal of the United Nations such stall 
as required. 
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2. The Government shall appoint a liaison officer who 
shall be responsible in consultation with the UNIDO for 
making unci carrying out the administrative and personnel 
arrangements for the Conference in terms of this Agreement. 

3. The Government, following consultation with UNIDO, 
will make available at its expense, and under its administra- 
tive control, tbe local staff listed in Annex IV and required 
to : 

(a) Reproduce and distribute the documents needed by 
and for the Conference; 

(b) Perform duties such as typists, clerks, messengers, 
security guards, store keepers, and conference room 
personnel, in lieu of the UNIDO staff available in 
Vienna; 

(c) Provide the services referred to in paragraph 6 of 
Article 11 and such staff that may be necessary for 
custodial and maintenance services for the equip- 
ment and premises made available in connection 
with the Conference. 

4. The local stall' referred to above will be placed under 
the general supervision of the F seen live Director of UNIDO 
and made available before and after the Conference to the 
extent required for its conduct. 

IV. Transportation and Subsistence 

1. Travel to the Conference will, to the extent feasible, be 
based on airline exemsion fares from their respective duty 
stations to New. Delhi and return. Any member of the 
International stall' who wishes to return to bis duty station 
by an indirect route may do so provided that he himscll 
pays and excess over the cost of such excursion fares/ 
direct commercial flight. International stall travelling to 
New Delhi will he paid subsistence and granted entitlements 
in accordance with the United Nations rules and practice. 
The subsistence rate at New Delhi will be established by 
the United Nations in the light of the cost of living at the 
time of the Conference. 

2. The Government shall provide at its expense seven 
chauffeur driven cars, one station wagon and two micro 
buses for the use of the Executive Director of UNIDO and 
the Conference staff. The Government shall also provide, 
at no cost to UNIDO such additional facilities as may be 
required for the transportation of UNIDO staff from the 
Delhi Airport to their hotels iu Delhi upon arrival and from 
their hotels to the Airport departure. The Government shall 
also provide for the transportation of Conference equipments 
and materials from the Airport (or portj to the Conference 
premises and back. 

3. The Government shall make available facilities to assist 
delegations. Secretarial, Press and other participants in the 
Conference in making hotel reservations for the duration or 
the Conference. All such facilities will be provided at the 
cost of Ihc participants, and the accounts will be directly 
settled by the participants with the hotel authorities and 
others concerned. The Government shall have and accept no 
responsibility or liability in tin's respect. 

V. Extra Costs 

l. Pursuant to General Assembly resolution 31 ' 14(1, the 
Government shall bear the actual additional costs directlv 
or indirectly involved in holding (he Conference away from 
Vienna, the established Headquarters of UNIDO. The extent 
of such extra costs will be determined by maintaining a dual 


set of accounts in US dollars in accordance with Annex 111 
for : 

(i) Cost to the United Nations for holding the Confer- 
ence at New Delhi. 

fii) the parallel cost to the United Nations had it been 
held at Vienna, 

The difference between (i) and (ii) will represent the addi- 
tional cost payable by the Government of India to the 
United Nations. 

2. In the ease of international staff, a separate account 
will be maintained for each person to enable the equivalent 
United Nations cost for a Vienna meeting to be established 

-in accordance with Annex III, paragraph 1. 

3. In the ease of local staff as shown in Annex IV, a 
pio tutu adjustment will be made should the duration of the 
Conference differ from that provided lor in the budget. 

VI. Financial Arrangements 

1. The Government shall advance on 1 December 1979 a 

sunn of Rupees 545,701 and in addition pay Air India 
directly the cost of air fares Tor the international staff, as 
provided in Annex I, thus meeting the estimated extra costs 
of the Conference as defined under Article V. The advance 
shall be deposited in the Conference Rupees Bunk Account of 
the United Nations in New Delhi and disbursed by the Unit- 
ed Nations to pay its obligations in respect of the Confer- 
ence. , { 

2. A General Account will be maintained by the United 
Nations in US dollars in the name of the Government. It 
will be : 

(a) Credited foi ull advances deposited in accordance 
with paragraph 1 above converted into US dollars 
at the United Nations operational rate of exchange 

. on the day the deposits are mude. 

(b) Debited with the extra costs of the Conference a* 
determined in US dollars under Article V, and 
Annex 111. 

(c) At the close of the accounts, debited with any 
unspent balance of Rupees from the deposits men- 
tioned in paragraph 1 above, converted into US 
dollars at the United Nations operational rate ol 
exchange on that day. The balance will be return- 
ed to the Government. 

The balance of the General Account in dollars will thus 
represent the sum to be settled between the Government and 
the United Nations, Any balanco in favour of the Govern- 
ment will be settled in Rupees by the United Nations; any 
balance in favour of the United Nations will be settled in 
Us dollars by the Government. 

3. The United Nations will pay (he international staff in 
New Delhi 80 per cent of subsistence and terminal nllow'- 
ance in Rupees; the remaining 20 per cent will be paid at 
the choice of the individual staff members cither in US 
dollars or in Rupees at the United Nations operational rale 
of exchange. 
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VII, Privileges and Immunities 

1. The Convention on the Privileges and Immunities of 
the United Nations shall be applicable with respect to the 
Conference. Accordingly, the representatives of States and 
of the United Nations Council for Namibia at the Confer- 
ence, officials of the United Nations performing functions in 
connection with the Conference and experts on missions for 
the United Nations performing functions in connection with 
the Conference shall enjoy the privileges and immunities 
provided in the said Convention for representatives of 
Member-Stales and officials of the United Nations and 
experts on mission for the United Nations with- the excep- 
tions provided for in Article IV, Section 15 of the said 
Convention, 

2. Observers from the specialised agencies at the Confer- 
ence shall enjov (he privileges and immunities under Articles 
V[ and VIII of the Convention on the Privileges and Immuni- 
ties of the Specialised Agencies. Observers from the Inter- 
national Atomic Cnergy Agency at the Conference shall 
enjoy the privileges and immunities provided under Ai tides 
VI and IX of the Agreement on the Privileges and Immuni- 
ties of the International Atomic Energy Agency. Observers 
from other intergovernmental and non-governmental organi- 
sations to the Conference as observers shall enjoy the privi- 
leges and immunities provided under Article V of the 
Convention on the Privileges and Immunities of the United 
Nations, 

3. Without prejudice to the Convention on the Privileges 
and Immunities of the United Nations, all persons performing 
functions in connection with the Conference, including repre- 
sentatives of international non-governmental organisations, 

representatives of foreign information media and other 
persons invited to the Conference by the United Nations who 
are duly accredited as such shall enjoy immunity from legal 
process in respect of words spoken or written and all acts 
performed by them in their official capacity in connection 
with the Conference. 

4 . The Government shall ensure that no impediment is 
imposed on transit to and from the Conference of the fol- 
lowing categories of persons attending the Conference : 
representatives of Governments and of the United .Nations 
Council for Namibia and their immediate facilities, represen- 
tatives of specialized agencies, intergovernmental organisa- 
tions and their immediate families; officials und experts of 
the United Nations and their immediate families; observers 
of the International non-governmental organisations having 
consultative status with UNTDO und with the Economic and 
Social Council of the United Nations fFCOSOC); represen- 
tatives of the Press or radio, television, film or other infor- 
mation agencies accredited hy the United Nations upon con- 
sultation with the Government and other persons officially 
invited to the Conference by the United Nations. 

5. All the persons referred to in Ibis section with the 
exception of local staff recruited by the Government shall 
have the right of entry into and exit from India. They 
shall he granted reasonable facilities for speedy travel. Visas 
where required shull be granted, free of charge as speedily 
as possible and, when applications are received at least iwo 
and a half weeks before the opening of the Conference, not 
later than two weeks before the date of the Conference. If 
the application for the visa is not made at least two and 
a half weeks before the opening of the Conference, the visa 
shall be granted not later than three days from ihc receipt 
of the application. Exit permits, where required, shall be 
granted free of charge and us speedily as possible, in anv 
ease not later than three days before the closing of the 
Conference. 

fi. Tn addition, all participants and all persons performing 
functions in connection with the Conference shall enjoy such 
facilities and courtesies as are necessary for the independent 
exercise of (heir functions in connection with the Confcicnce. 

7 During the Conference, including the preparatory and 
final staves of the Conference, the buildings and areas referred 
to in Article II shall he deemed to constitute United Nations 
premises and access thereto shall be subject to the authority 
and control of UNTDO. 

R. Th** Onvcnmcnt shall allow the importation of all equip- 
ment and sunnlies necessary for the Conference, including those 
needed Tor the official requirements and entertainment schedule 

of the Conference, and exemnt them from the pavnrnt of the 

import duties and other duties and taxes to which they are 


liable. It shall issue without delay to the United Nations any 
ncccssaiy import and export permits. 

VIII. Police Protection 

The Government shall provide at its expense such police 
piotcetion as may be required to ensure the peaceful and 
orderly functioning of the Conference. While such police 
sei vices shall he under the direct supervision and control of 
an officer of the medium/senior lank provided by the Govern- 
ment, this officer shall work in close-cooperation with the 
responsible UNIDO official so as to ensure a proper atmos- 
phere of security and tranquility. 

IX. Liability 

I. The Government shall, either directly or through appro- 
priate insurance coverage, be responsible for dealing with any 
actions, claims or other demands against the United Nations 
or its personnel and arising out of : — 

la) Injury or damage to person or property in the pre- 
mises referred to in Article T1 above and in Annex II 
of this Agreement; 

(b) Injury or damage to person or properly caused by, 
or incurred by using, the transport services referred 
to in Article VI, paragraph 2 above; 

(c) the employment for the Conference of the personnel 
referred to in Article III, paragraphs 2 and 3 above 
and in Annex IV to this Agreement, 

2 The Government shull hold harmless the United 
Nations and its personnel in respect of such actions, claims or 
other demands, except when it is agreed hy the parties hereto 
that such damage or injury is caused by gross negligence or 
wilful misconduct of the United Nations personnel in which 
case steps shall he taken to establish the civil liability of the 
party responsible. 

Any such actions, claims or other demands arising out of 
events attributable to fotee majeuro shall exempt the Govern- 
ment and the United Nations from any obligation. 

3. Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraphs 1 and 
2 above, the Government and the United Nations shall not be 
liable for any consequential, remote or indirect damages aris- 
ing out of such actions, claims or other demands. 

X. Settlement of. Dispute s 

1. Any dispute between the United Nations and the Govern- 
ment which involves a question of principle concerning the 
Convention on the Privileges and Immunities of the United 
Nations shall be dealt with in accordance with the procedure 
prescribed in section 30 of the Convention. 

2. Any dispute between the United Nations and the Govern- 
ment concerning the interpretation or application of this 
Agreement, other than a dispute covered by paragraph 1, shull 
be settled by negotiations between the parties. Tf a satisfactory 
solution has no: been leached within a period of 12 month's 
from the date when the dispute arose, the parties agree to 
refer it to anv other inode of settlement of their own choree 
for early settlement of the dispute. 

XI. General Piovlsions 

1. This Agreement may be modified hy a written agreement 
between the Government and the United Nations. 

2. This Agreement shull enter into force on the date of its 
signature by" the parties and shull remain in force for the dura- 
tion of the Conference and for a period thereafter as mav be 
necessary for the settlement of all matters relating to the Con- 
ference,
